WASHINGTON, Dec. I— The Japanese look for no adjust­ 
ment of the naval ratio dispute until the main Far Eastern ques­ 
tions are cleared. 
They let it be known today that they anticipate fully two 
w eeks’ delay in getting a brass tacks settlement by the big three 
— Hughes, Balfour cmd Kato — mainly, they think, because 
America, in view of past statements anent the Far East, wants 
the latter subject settled first. 
To careful observers, insistence on a larger navy upon this 
basis means Japan wants to bargain. 
The bargain now sought 
is removal of American Pacific fortifications, which she believes 
make for an insecurity of her shores. 
Some thought the coinci­ 
dence of the private Shantung settlement and the “delicate situa­ 
tion” in the naval armament question may be significant. 
In 
other words if Japan has points to insist upon in the Shantung 
question, she could best accomplish her ends by using the naval 
ratio problem as a club.

The crafts pwho started to work 
today under the new agreem ents t 
are: 
Railway car 
men,

ment on the drastic changes, which 
are considered a victory for the i 
carriers, until he had carefully stud­ 
ied the text of the ruling. 
Jew ell’s union refused to join the 
contemplated strike of the brother­ 
hood called for October 30.

R ecent discovery by the city that 
portions of certain streets in the city 
of Santa Ana have been in descrip­ 
tions of property placed under the 
Torrens land title by their ow ners 
has called attention of officials to 
the n ecessity of the closest scrutiny 
of proceedings w here ow ners propose 
filing under this act. 
In searching records of the city, 
City E ngineer H oy discovered that 
portions of streets in three different 
parts of the city w ere covered in 
descriptions placing the property un­ 
der the Torrens system . 
The w est side of North Ross street, 
from 
W ashington 
north 
to S even ­ 
teenth, 
in 
front 
of the ranch 
of 
George W. Ford, is one of the pieces. 
In the opinion of Clyde Bishop, spe­ 
cial city counsel, the city has not 
lost jurisdiction over that strip, by 
reason of the fact that the city has 
not m ade a party to the proceedings 
in the registration hy Ford of his 
holdings under the Torrens system . 
\nother feature is that the descrip­ 
tion refers to the 
property being 
mounded on the ea -t by North R oss 
itreet, and this is considered as a 
’•ecognition of that street, although 
the description of the land begins at 
a “point in the center of R oss street.” 
The city holds a deed from Ford to 
the strip for street purposes. 
O pposes T orrens System 
H. B. K elly, of the A bstract and 
Title G uaranty com pany, this city, 
discussing the Torrens system , de­ 
clares that the law is a “thing of the 
p a st:” 
“F irst— B ecause so little progress 
has been m ade in the 
first 
seven 
years sin ce th e law ’s enactm ent by 
the vote of approxim ately 360,000 
persons. 
Based upon the total a s­ 
sessed value of all real property in 
the state and the ’am ount of m oney 
accum ulated in the Torrens assu r­ 
ance fund, 
w hich 
represents 
one- 
tenth of on e per cent of the assessed 
value of all registered land, I e s ti­ 
m ate that at the sam e rate of regis­ 
tration it w ill require som ething like 
1400 years to register all of the pro­ 
perty in the state. 
“Second — B ecause m ost of the 
enthu siastic pre-election proponents 
of the law have forsaken the ship af­ 
ter having ascertained that som e­ 
thing w as w rong w ith its steerin g 
apparatus. 
E sp ecially is this true 
of that particular class of attorneys 
who favored the lav. in anticipation 
of fat fees for their services there­ 
under and w hich fees w ere about 
the only thing not fixed by the law. 
“Third— B ecau se there appears to 
be a w ell defined undercurrent of 
d issatisfaction w ith the law, w hich 
in m any ca ses exten d s to the Tor­ 
rens patrons them selves. 
"Fourth— B ecause of a very m ark­ 
ed decline in the number of regis­ 
trations in 
those 
few cou n ties of 
the state that have suffered from 
the affliction. For instance, 900 par­ 
cels w ere registered in San D iego 
county in 1919 and only 38 parcels 
for the first eigh t m onths of this 
year. 
O ther counties have exp eri­ 
enced a sim ilar shrinkage. 
S ays Loans Affected 
“One of the m ost effective argu­ 
m ents again st the system is the fact 
that banks alm ost w ithout exception 
will 
not 
do 
business 
upon 
the 
strength of a 
Torrens 
certificate. 
Som e loans have been 
made by 
banks 
upon 
registered 
property 
where the personal security w as real­ 
ly sufficien t or w here a separate in­ 
vestigation of the title W'as m ade 
and title insured by a title com pany, 
or at least w here the record title 
was also perfected. Capital has been 
made of th e fact that 
num erous 
m ortgages to banks actually appear 
upon Torrens certificates, but it can 
be explained that the title w as reg is­ 
tered subsequent to the execution 
of the m ortgage and w ithout the con­ 
sent of the m ortgagee, or as above 
stated. 
M any of the recent m ort­ 
gage form s provide that the debt se ­ 
cured shall becom e due at the option 
of the m ortgagee upon registration 
of the land. 
T his should be am ple 
proof of the law ’s reputation. 
“It should be a powerful argum ent 
to the wom en that the Torrens law 
perm its the husband to purchase pro­ 
perty w ith com m unity funds, have 
the title registered in his own nam e 
as his separate property and there­ 
after convey or m ortgage it w ithout 
the w ife’s con sent or that upon his 
death the su ccession to the property 
so registered would operate to the 
serious 
disadvantage 
of the 
w ife. 
The wom en of the state have declar­ 
ed war upon Sacram ento for less 
provocation.”

m ent to bestow justice. 
It was Edmund Burke, great 
proponent 
of 
the Anglo-Saxon

and of the army and of the navy, 
exist for the sole purpose 
of 
placing twelve honest men in a 
jury p o x.”

mental law of this country an 
impartial tribunal who shall say 
to those who labor and those 
who employ, “You will have to 
settle 
your 
quarrel 
without 
bringing civil war to bear upon 
the helpless public, and when­ 
ever vou are not able to settle 
your quarrel 
In 
that fashion, 
then this impartial court of jus­ 
tice will reach a determination 
for vou according to its Judgment 
under the righteous pledge 
of 
responsible governm ent.”
